In Bombay, there has been no action taken by any le-vtislative (sic) 
body to activate a local branch of the conmnittees; a number of police 
officers, however, have been alerted in accordance with instructions 
frem Sew Delhi that a list of auch officers be submitted wiic could ba 
detailed as f:netionaries of this committee. Upon receipt of orders 
from T. a. Sanjevi, the Director of the Ventral Intelli-ence ‘}ireau. 
(5IB), these officers will be assimned to work for this department of 
the CIB. 


Sanjevi, upon his recent return to 1-dia from abroad, intimated that the 
cornittee would be a separate branch of CIB, dealin: only with counter~- 
vomimnism.
